light Gardens on Route

five miles west of Elgin. He is now 
in 
St. Joseph’s hospital, 
Elgin, 
where an operation was performed 
at once in the hope of saving his 
life. 
It was found that the intes­ 
tines were punctured in 13 places, 
the bullet having glanced down in­ 
to the leg, where it severed a large 
blood vessel. 
Little hope has been 
held for his recovery. 
The trouble started when two 
Melrose Park youths, W alter Wi- 
tort, 19, and Albert Aldeia, 20, car­ 
rying a gun, drove into the park­ 
ing space at the road house and 
nearly ran into a party of young 
men of which Glade was one;. T o 
argum ent turned into a fight, ai d 
the shooting then occurred. Glade 
sank to the running 
board of a 
>parked car. Ariola fled to a near­ 
by field but later gave himself up. 
W itort was captured also. 
When 
questioned, each denied the shoot­ 
ing, but admitted having a gun with 
them. 
The Melrose Park youths have 
engaged counsel to defend them.

Although not binding on the Vil­ 
lage Board, the board unanimously 
has passed a resolution providing 
for the referendum, and it is under­ 
stood will voluntarily pass such an 
ordinance as the m ajority of the 
voters indicate. Tem porary licenses 
for the sale of beer and wine will 
be granted, but will expire June 
I, when a new ordinance, as deter­ 
mined by vote* of the people, will 
go into effect.

Season; Use of Gardens; 


Inexpensive to Make 


rectors of rural education are al­ 
ways ready to help 
in planning 
such work. 
Gains From Hotbed 
Points needing emphasis are that 
imperfect plants coming from the 
hotbed do not go into the garden, 
and the growing season is extend­ 
ed some weeks by getting a vigor- 
j ous start dat ing April. 
There is 
less waste of ground under such a 
| system, and there will be large and 
; uniform crops. The hardier plants 
; may be placed in the open ground 
J by the first of May. 
In that cate­ 
gory are such things as peas, let­ 
tuce, radishes, carrots, onions, and 
other products which are relished 


in the early part 
of the season. 
While they are maturing the less 
hardy products may 
be getting 
I their start in the 
hotbed. 
In a 
backward summer 
a cold frame 
may bo used for hardening vege­ 
tables. 
There is a large money 
value in a garden so conducted.

County Superintendent of Schools 
Many amateur gardeners in city 
and country are learning the value 
of hotbeds and preparing to make 
good 
production more extensive 
than it was last season. 
I claim 
that there has been a general neg­ 
lect of the hotbed idea, and have 
decided to encourage and aid rural 
pupils to start 
their 
vegetable 
crops in heated frames a few weeks 
before it is time to plant in the 
open ground. These hotbeds should 
be used all through April and con­ 
tinued vyith second and third crops 
until midsummer. 
It is very urgent that food crops 
for family use shall be made as 
successful as possible and we can 
show by records in this state that 
garden earnings may be doubled by 
the use of hotbeds. 
A durable and 
workable frame for rotbeds can be 
manufactured by members 
of a 
family without much outlay for ma­ 
terials. 
In most cases boards and 
glass sufficient for the needs will 
be found on the premises, but even 
where these things have to be 
bought the cost is not prohibitive. 
The frames should 
be 
placed 
where there is a good chance for 
sunshine and protection from heavy 
wind. 
If horse barn fertilizer is 
not available a simple and cheap 
electric contrivance is feasible. Di-

Preliminary regulations on the 
new Sales Tax are summarized as; 
follows: 
1. “All retailers must make a re­ 
turn each month from April I, 1933 
f 
, .July I, 1935, stating their gross 
.sh receipts from sales of goods, 
ares, merchandise and commodi­ 
ties. 
Such report 
m ust 
include 
cash, charge or time sales, w hether 
or not paym ent is received during 
the month. Returns are to be made 
or a form prescribed by the de­ 
partm ent of finance which will be 
available at the offices of the coun­ 
tv clerk in each county of the state 
after April 20, 1933. 
2. “At the same time th a t the 
monthly return is filed the paym ent 
of the tax covering sales for th at 
month must be made. 
3. “The tax does not cover re­ 
ceipts from sales of 
iro to r fuel, 
faim products sold by the produc­ 
er, sales made in interstate com­ 
merce, or sales to the U nited States 
government. 
Sales for resale by 
m anufacturers, jobbers, wholesal­ 
ers, and others are not 
included. 
Compensation received 
prim arily 
for services 
rendered 
is not in­ 
cluded. 
4. “Every retailer m ust state on 
the container or sales ticket (with 
the exception noted below) the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ ‘The selling price of this prop­ 
erty is included in receipts upon 
the basis of which the seller is obli­ 
gated to pay 3 per cent to the state 
of Illinois.’

Illinois’ three per cent sales tax 
bills were signed Wednesday, Mar. 
2 2 , by Governor Henry Horner, and 
despite an injunction to the eouti- 
trary , collections are being made 
subject to possible refunds to pur­ 
chasers of goods. 
Re venue from the operation of 
the tax will be allocated to the 
state’s 102 counties on the basis of 
population for unemployment relief 
purposes or for 
reducing school 
taxes.

Departm ent 
of 
Finance, 
Joseph J. Rice, Director, is charg­ 
ed with enforcing the new tax. 
Prelim inary regulations govern­ 
ing its operation were given 
out 
last week by the Department of Fi­ 
nance and appear

column. 
Additional 
rulings 
will 
be given to the public within a few 
days. 
Revenue derived from 
the tax 
during April is payable on or be­ 
fore May 15, and county allot­ 
ments will be made not later than 
May 25.

FIGHT OUTSIDE 
CONTROLTHRU 
STATE AUDITS 


Another of the pernicious mils 
that are designed to give the City 
of Chicago control ever state pol­ 
itics and at the same time ovcr 
the municipalities, this time, of not 
only of Cook county but the entire 
state of Illinois, is under fire of 
the executive committee of the Su­ 
burban Area and 
Country low’ns 
Association of Cook ( punty. 
This bill introduced by Elmer J. 
SChnackenberg, Republican, has the 
apparently 
laudable 
purpose 
of 
limiting tax spending. Rut througn 
grants of power to -tate and coun­ 
ty departments el finance the bill 
has been rendered decidedly unac­ 
ceptable to am of the municipali­ 
ties in Cook county. 
A state finance department would 
he given the power til compel all 
local governments to submit for 
examination their budgets or ap­ 
propriation ordinance:' before they 
are adopted, and to insist < n regu­ 
lar audits acceptable to the state 
department. 
Provision would be 
made for uniform accounting sys­ 
tems and for developing unit cost 
standards for the various govern­ 
ments. 
Bond issues would also be 
approved or disapproved. 
For Cook county a special board 
of local finance would be set up to 
cooperate with the state director in 
regulating the fiscal activities of 
the municipalities within the coun- 
ty. 
A county board would inevitably 
come under the domination of Chi­ 
cago and that city is hardly in a 
position to teach any other munici­ 
pality in Cook county how to handle 
finances. The towns of Cook coun­ 
ty prefer to handle their own fi­ 
nances. The present county board’s 
failure to respond, to the popular 
demand for lower taxes offers an 
additional reason for preference of 
; handling our own 
fiscal 
affairs 
(through our elected 
officials and 
j citizens committee which, have been 


I created in some communities such 
as Evanston. 
It is true that budgets should be 
checked before adoption by some 
one outside the elected officials, but 
that some one should not be the 
state or county, but local groups 
interested in tho sen. ices provided 
by 
government, 
and 
taxpayers’ i 
groups interested in seeing that the 
utmost is secured from every dol­ 
lar spent. 
Regular audits of unquestionable 
integrity should be required of lo­ 
cal governments, but a state law 
is not necessary on 
the subject. 
Uniform accounting systems and 
unit cost standards can be worked 
out through the cooperation of ex­ 
ist mg governmental bodies vvith- 
oi m, ke creation of new ones.
